NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Festival which we are about to celebrate has obtained the unique 
fortune of being commonly known by a title not derived from the Bible. All 
other feasts, so far of course as they originated in the Biblical period, have, 
retained the appellations conferred on them in Scripture. ‘New Year,” however 
is the designation of the Mishnah not of the Bible. The unanimity with which 
this title has been adopted is due probably less to the initiative of the Mishnah 
than to its own obvious and intrinsic appropriitness. There is something so 


awe-inspiring in the feeling that the Old Year has gone and the New Year is 


about to dawn, that the idea of associating so solerrn a period with the “ Day of 
Judgment ’’ was a remarkably happy one. 


It must not be supposed, however, that there is no scriptural ground for 
regarding the month of Tishri as the beginning of the year. Some sanctity 
would, in accordance with Biblical ideas, naturally attach to the seventh month. 
But beyond that, the Sabbatical Year and the Year of the Jubilee were inaugurated 
in Tishri. The pvriod of the year when sowing commenced, when the first 


steps were taken towards the production of the next year’s harvest, was indeed Tf 


and in literal fact the beginning of the year. Most Eastern peoples regarded the 
autuinn in the same light, and the Greeks, generally speaking, for the customs of 
the different states varied considerably, celebrated thcir new year in the month 
of September or October. Even in England the period of the incidence of the 
autumnal equinox was at one time observed with some of the ceremonies now 
reserved for the first of January. 


There were according to the Mishnah four “ New Years ” annually in the 
Jewish Calendar, the most important being thos2 in Tishri and Nisan. It has 
always beena popular difficulty whether to begin the year at the autumnal 
equinox when Nature goes to sleep, or at the vernal equinox (Nisan), when 
Nature re-awakes. The same doubt connects itself with the‘ birth-day " of the 
world. The anniversary of the Creation is commonly placed by Jewish tradition 
on the first of Tishri, but one Talmudic authority was of opinion that the world 
was created in Nisan, a view confirmed by the supposition that the final redemp- 
tion and rebuilding of the Temple will take place in that month. We have re- 
ferred above to the circumstance that all peoples celebrate and have celebrated a 
festival in commemoration of the New Year. An essential difference must, how- 
ever, be noted-in the mode of celebration. Prynne could with honesty denounce 
the uproarious New Year doings of his time as a‘ mere relic of paganism and 
idolatry.” With the Jews, the New Year is less an epoch of wassailing than 
of wailing, and has always been distinguished for its freedom from the inde- 
corous behaviour with which the in-coming of a New Year is too commonly 


associated. 


It is right that attention should be drawn to any possible danger from de- 
ficient exits at any of the synagogues, but a panic about panics might possibly 
lead to more harm than good. Obviously the suggestion that a building 


is dangerous is only too likely to bring about a state of mind that might lead to 


disaster. The letter of Mr. H. E. Beddington should go far toreassure the worshippers 
at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue us to the ample provision rade for their safety. 
The congested state of the vestibule on ordinary holidays does not afford any 
indication of what would happen in the case of a rush, as then everyone would 
attempt to get out, whereas at present everyone tries to keep in till he has joined 
his friends. To apply the expression of the late Master of Trinity College about 


Trinity Bridge, the vestibule of a synagogue should be “ a place for transit, not 
for lounge.” | 


If reports current in Russian journalistic circles are to be believed, Dr. 
Zion, Councillor of State, is to succeed the late M. Katkoff in the cditorship of 
the Moscow Gazette. Of his fitness for the post his former literary confréres 
in Paris, where he was known by the name of Dr. Cyon, can well bear testimony. 
There would be nothing inappropriate for a Jew to direct the policy of the influ- 
ential organ which has made itself a power in Russia. Several of the contri- 
butors to the Moscow Gazette are Jews, and M. Katkoff was often in the habit of 
saying that of all his assistant editors and correspondents, those who professed 
the Jewish faith wrote the best and expressed themselves the most correctly in 
Russian. The sympathy which the late editor showed to the persecuted Jews 
also seems to justify the appointment of Dr. Zion. General Ignatieff can scarcely 
have forgotten the stern rebuke he once received at the hands of M. Katkoff. 


During the General’s tenure of office as Minister of the Interior, M. Katkoff | 


| 


severely and indignantly denounced the persecutions to which he subjected the 
Jews. General Ignatieff, furious at being so publicly unmasked, sent his aide 
de camp to the journalist to remind him of the respect due to the Minister. 
‘Tell your master,” was M. Katkoff’s outspoken reply, ‘that a Russian Minister 
of the Interior, who at a time when the country is violently attacked by 
Nihilism, licences anti-Semitic excesses, will not long remain a Minister, and 


would be more at home in a circus as clown.” The prediction of the downfall 
was soon realised. 


Dr. Schiller-Szinessy’s article on the “ Pugio Fidei,” in which the writer 
seeks to prove that Raymond Martini deliberately forged quotations from the 
Midrashim, will direct fresh attentionto a very interesting literary puzzle. The 
general consensus of scholars is undoubtedly in favour of the genuineness of these 
passages, but much depends on the contents of the MS. which Herr Epstein has, we 
believe, long promised to give to the world. Dr. Schiller-Szineasey moat positively 
ass.rts that it does not contain the doubted passages, but the possessor of 
the MS. asserts the very contrary. If the present contribution to the discussion 
leads to an immediate publication of this unpcinted Midrash, Dr. Schiller-Szi- 


nessy will have done good service to the cause of truth, even though his own 
contention should prove unfounded. 


In the picture gillery of the Imporial Palic> at Vi na thore still hangs, 
we believe, a portrait of one Michael Dreyfus, who at the close of the eighteenth 
century was Parnass of the Jewish congregation at Endingen in Switzerland. 
The history of the portrait is interesting, and is told in the notebook of the 
Archduke Charles of Austria, who with his victorious army fixed his head- 
quarters at Endingen in 1797, after the defeat of the French. The Archduke 
took up his abode at the house of M. Michael Dreyfus, whoss son, M. Wolf 
Dreyfus, had the Archduke Ferdinand as his guest. Archduke Charles was 
greatly impressed with the truly pious character of the Jewish household, and 
particularly with the hospitality exercised by its venerable head. Two anecdotes 
deeply moved the Prinze. One was the offering up of the prayer to be recited 
in the presence of rulers. The other was the exercise by his host of the Jewish 
custom of inviting poor travellers as guests during the Sabbath. Although he 
had an Archduke under his roof, M. Dreyfus did not abandon the practice, and 
when his Imperial Highness surprised the family by joining them at dinner, the 
presence of a number of Orachim was explained to him, and led to fruitful 
results. On the conclusion of peace, an order was issued throughout Germany 
that all vagrant Jews should be considered as possessing the rights appertaining 
to residents in the towns where they had been married. The Archduke Charles, 
as amemento of his pleasant sojourn with M. Dreyfus, bad the latter’s portrait 


painted with the following inscription beneath : “ Michael Dreyfus ; Religion 
personified.” | 


Visitors to Berlin cannot have failed to notice the many facilities afforded 
for traversing the city by means of tramways, omnibuses and cabs.

A SEASIDE CONVALESCENT HOME. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I have read with interest in your several issues of the last few weeks of 
the proposed plan for establishing a Convalescent Home for Jewish patients at a 
point on the sea-coast not very far from London. There are already so many 
charities for the relief of the Jewish poor in England, and especially in London, that 
I hesitate to advise any increase in their number. Nevertheless, there are two 
institutions which are sadly wanting. the one being a Heme for Incurables, which 
I hope to see established before very long, and the otaer a Home for Convalescents 
by the sea. 

I have always, where practicable, advised that an arrangement should be made 
for the reception of Jewish patients in some of the existing and well managed institu 
tions ; but I have found, in most instances, that the managing bodies of such establish 
ments have not been willing to make the requisite separate arrangements for cooking, 
&e, There is also another reason for a separate administration which I fear I must 
mention, Those who are in charge of these most excellent Homes have been often 
found guilty of placing before Jewish patients confided to their care tracts and books 
specially treating on the Christian religion, with a view of using their bodily infirm- 
ities as a means of attempting their conversion. I can hardly imagine any practice, 
under the name of religion, which can be more dishonourable or more immoral, but 
I fear it exists. 

It may be said that we have already the institution at Norwood, which I trust 
will always be maintained, as it confers much benefit, and also various smaller 
homes, the work of charitable individuals, which are eagerly sought for by the poor, 
and are highly creditable to those who maintain them. lor a population, however, 
of probably 50,000 Jews in London, of whom by far the greater part are poor, these 
convalescent aids are wholly insufficient. It is also very desirable in most instances 
that sea-air should combine with the comforts of a home to restore persons enfeebled 
by suffering; and without prejudice toexisting institutions, it is most desirable that 
there should be an establishment such as the one contemplated. 

Miss Emily Harris has had so large an experience in her excellent managemen‘ 


In October 1815, Hortler com- 
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of Lady de Rothschild’s Home at Bushey, and she is so intimately acquainted with 
the requirements of the Jewish poor that few persons are in a better position to offer 
an opinion. Nevertheless, such a scheme must not be undertaken without serious 
consideration. 

The expenses of a Convalescent Home are by no means trifling ; patients recover- 
ing from illness require a more generous and elaborate diet than ordinary persons ; 
they also must have plenty of air and space, and although they have ceased to be inva- 
lids there should always be on the establishment a person who understands nursing, 
and who can administer the care and supply the many little wants which patients 
recently recovered are not able to provide for themselves. The Matron must also be 
a superior person, capable of controlling the household and making herself respected, 
and for such services a fairly liberal salary has tobe paid. There would be no need to 
begin by building, which would absorb too large a sum, buta convenient house, or two 
smaller ones next to each other, would have to be rented and decently furnished, A 
sea-side Home need not be opposite the sea, but it should not be far from it, nor in 
a narrow street, Also, care should be taken that as far as possible the place chosen 
should be as generally fit for convalescents as is possible, though it is quite impos- 
sible to combine the bracing air necessary for the greater part, with the mild climate 


required by some. Probably, Brighton, Ramsgate, or Southsea, would be the best 


regions for such an establishment. Very great care should be taken to prevent a 
Convalescent Home from being used as a lodging-house for persons—even weakly 
ones—who are in no sense convalescents, but simply require change of air, and who 
can be well lodged in apartments or with families. 

It is difficult, without consulting practical persons or reports of similar institu. 
tions, which I have not here the means of doing, to form an estimate of expenses ; 
but I would roughly state that rent would probably be fully equal to £150 a year, 
and furnishing would, I should imagine, absorb £300, There should be appliances 
for not less than 20 patients—10 male and 10 female—and no doubt many more 
would be constantly seeking admittance ; and there should be a payment required of 
53, to 7s,a week. Gratuitous »dmittance would be a lamentable mistake. A man or 
woman can hardly live ¢ home at less than 5s, a week, and the cost 
to the institution (exc.uding rent, but ineluding everything else) can be 
little less than Its. or Iisa. a week. Where the patient is evidently: too 
poor to be able to pay anything, the Board of Guardians, or charitable 
persons must find the necessary quota. No patient should be allowed to enter 
without a doctor's certificate (if possible the doctor of the Institution), stating that 
the applicant is convalescent from a non-contagious malady, and is likely to be 
benefited by a stay at the sea-side. Neither should any inmate be allowed to 

emain more than three weeks (or perhaps even a fortnight) without aspecial recom- 
mendation of the doctor, sanctioned by the Committee or its representative. To 
return to the great question of expense :—Supposing that 20 inmates were received, 
costing 15s. a week, and paying 5s. a week each, this would be an expense (10s. for 
20 persons) of £10 per week ; or £520 per annum (possibly the Home would not be 
full alltheiwinter, though most of it.soone might reduce this to £450), Besides these 
items are rent, taxes, and repairs. Thus we may say that £1,000 in hand--forthe 
beginnings of all things arecostly.and £800 a year would be not too high to assume as 


_ the cost of the proposed Jewish Sea-side Convalescent Home, which I truly hope 


may be established and prosper, and before long be largely extended. 

This amount, for a community as wealthy as that of the Jews in London, is 
far from being a large one, and should be contributed by persons of small means 
according to their ability, just as much as by those whe can afford to give large 
sums, |

THE EXITS OF THE ST. JOHN'S WOOD SYNAGOGUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR,—I deem it my duty to reply to the letter on this subject in your issue of 
the ‘th. That letter is caleulated to cause panic by making the worshippers of the 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue uneasy, and I trust this answer will assure them of 
their absolute safety. . 

The writer is nearly correct in saying that the old reply will be made “there 
are doors at the back of the Synagogue that can be used in case of emergency.” In 
replying I should leave out the words “that can be used in case of emergency” as I 
consider the doors at the back of the Synagogue should always be used by those 
whose seats are near these doors—if that were done half the congregation would 
have no need to go into the vestibule at all. That is what occurs at the Bays- 
water Synagogue where there are similar doors. 


As Chairman of the Building Committee of the United Synagogue, it devolved 


on me three years back to inspect the means of egress from every constituent 
Synagogue, and, with the exception of altering some few doors to open outwards, it 
was then settled that the egress from all the Synagogues of the Union was 
perfectly safe and nothing has since occurred to interfere with the conclusion then 
arrived at. At the same time a rule was passed prohibiting seats or chairs of any 
description being placed in any gangway, thus doing away with what undoubiedly 
was a source of danger, pep et 

It is unfair of your correspondent to drag in the terrible calamity at the 
Exeter Theatre, because I see no parallel between a theatreand a Synagogue. Ina 
theatre there is always storeda large quantity of inflammable materials, and a very 
great quantity of gas is constantly being burnt, which soon makes everything as dry 
as tinder, In a synagogue this is exactly reversed, 

‘To conclude, I have to-day again inspected the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, and 
can assure its members that they need fear no danger.

BIRMINGHAM. 


The monthly meeting of the Birmingham Hebrew Board of Guardians was held 
on Sunday, Mr. A. Bremer being in the chair. The tables of relief and expenditure 
for the month of August were read and adopted. The following amount of relief 
wis given during the month of August : to 32 resident families, £15 17s, 4d. in cash 
£1 63, 6d. in kind; total, £17 3s. 40 casuals were assisted with £4 18s. 10d. in 
cash, £1 7s, Id. in kind, and 19s, 6d. in railway fares, making a total of £7 53. 5d. | 

HULL. 

In consequence of the increase of the Jewish population of Hull and their 
dispersal throughout the town, the accommodation -hitherto afforded by the 
synagogue in Robinson Row has become inadequate. A number of Jewish residents 
therefore formed themselves into an independent congregation, and have for some 
months past worshipped in a temporary synagogue in Osborne Street, with the 
Rev. H. Grossberg as their Minister. The new congregation, numbering about 
eighty members, has now acquired a permanent synagogue by converting a spacions 
building in School Street, Waltham Street. It will seat 150 worshippers in 
the body and 100 in the gallery. The cost of rebuilding and fitting up the Synagogue 
has been about £650, The Synagogue has been opened for the ensuing festivals, 
and the consecration ceremony was attended among others by Mr. Leopold L, Perls, 
President ; Mr. M. L. Davis, Trustee ; the Rev. H. Grossberg, Rev. Mr. Grossblatt, of 
Leeds, the Rev. Mr. Perris, Councillor Stirling, Messrs. E. Eberson, A. Goodman, 
S. Goodman, and Wacholder. Prior to the commencement. of the service, the 
President delivered a brief address, in which he justified the establishment of the 
Synagogue, which would satisfy the religious wants of the poorer members of tiie 
Hull community, and he then called upon Mr. A. Goodman to formally declare the 
Synagogue open. Mr. Goodman had assisted the movement by gifts and advice, and 
his wife had presented the Synagogue with a curtain for the Ark and a covering 
for the Reading Desk. Mr. Goodman, Mr. Wacholder and Mr. Eberson also spoke, 
and the consecration service was then proceeded with by the Ministers. Mr. Vesey 
King presided at the organ and a choir also gave their services. The congregation 
were subsequently entertained by Mrs. Goodman. 

Councillor Cohen had the honour to be included in the party invited to lunch 
by the Honourable Mr. Duncombe at Kilnwick Percy, East Riding, Yorkshire, on 


the occasion of the visit of the officers and boys of the Humber Training Ship 
Southampton.” 


LEEDS. 

On Tuesday evening an entertainment in aid of the Leeds Jewish Board of 
Guardians was given at the Grand Assembly Rooms to a large and appreciative 
audience. The entertainment originated with the younger members of the congre- 
gation, who displayed considerable energy in making the entertainment a pro- 
nounced success. In its results the movement was more successful than any 
previous one of a similar character in Leeds. About £30 was collected towards the 
funds of the Board. The utmost credit is due to the artists, most of whom were 
Christians, who contributed towards the amusement of the audience by an attractive 
and varied programme. The following took part in the entertaintment. The St. 
Alban’s Glee Society ; Mrs. Whalley, the Misses Millie Wolfe Donne and Harris, 
Messrs. J. Crann, Mackerill, D. Kennedy, T. Wainwright, vocalists ; Mr. Louis Joel, Mr. 
H. Whalley, reciters ; Mr. H. Camrass, violinist ; Miss Soman and Master J. Sloman 
(a boy nine years old), pianists ; and Messrs. E. and J. Friend, L. Joel, J. Harris, and 
A. Hoffmann, who gave a comic negro sketch.

MANCHESTER. 

The annual meeting of the Manchester Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Jews’ Schools, Derby Street. Mr. KE. M. Henriques, J.P., 
President of the Branch, occupied the chair, and among those present was the Rev. 
A. Lowy, Secretary of the parent Society, who had been specially invited to address 
the meeting. Mr. Henriques, in his opening address, said that it was his duty on 
the occasion of the annual meeting tourge upon them and upon the whole Jewish 
community of that important city the claims of this great institution upon every 
lover of humanity who owned kindred with the race of Abraham. He knew full 
well the difficulty of the task, for he had to encounter a certain amount of prejudice, 
a prejudice not founded on the narrow and uncharitable instincts of a selfish 
nature, but rather on the generous impulses of sympathising hearts. As they knew, 
their efforts were directed entirely to foreign lands where Jews were the victims of 
unmerited persecution, and of their ignorance and want of culture, and the 
necessary result of centuries of oppression. His advocacy had often been met by 
the answer, and it was a true one, “ There is so much to dv at home’—so many to 
help who come to these hospitable shores to live at peace in this land of freedom 
and toleration. But he claimed for the Anglo-Jewish Association that its work, if 
duly and vigorously prosecuted, was the real remedy to stem the tide of pauper 
Jewish immigration, which they all deplored, and which at_ present 
exhausted the resources of their boards of guardians, and engaged 
the serious attention of philanthropists and statesmen. They had two 
great objects in view—the one to arrest, by all peaceful and legitimate 
means, the dreadful persecutions which still in different lands afflicted their 
race and disgraced the humanity and civilization of the age. The second and he 
held the more important, section of their work was to spread the blessings of educa- 
tion and of technical instruction to those of their race who were still dwelling in the 
shadow of affliction. The state of their brethren in countries where persecution 
was rife continually engaged their attention, and an immense deal of quiet work was 
done, which often led to but small results. They had shown, however, at the time 
of the dreadful Russian outrages what they could do to arouse public sympathy, and 
it was a moot point whether at the present moment it would not be necessary 
shortly to enter into a new campaign against the cruel laws which still disgraced 
the statute books of Russia and Roumania. Having described various public acts 
prejudicial to the Jews in both countries, Mr. Henriques turned to the educational 
work of the Association, and incidentally expressed a wish that all his hearers could 
be seated on the famous carpevin the Arabian Nights to take a peep at those admirable 
schools which were doing so much to spread the blessings of education throughout the 
East, between 8,000 and 9,000 children in the East being at the present mo.nent edu- 
cated under the auspices of the French Alliance and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
After giving details concerning several of the Boys’ and Girls’ Schools, and emphasising 
the importance of increasing the latter institutions so that every well educated 


_ Jewess might prove a blessing to the future of their race, Mr. Henriques referred 


with pride to the share which the Manchester Branch through its contribution of 
nearly £1,000 had taken in the good work. In conclusion he said that the whole 
amount at present contributed to the Special Education Fund was about £6,000, the 
London collection having been interrupted by the necessity of making an appeal to 
supplement the ordinary income. ‘This appeal produced £2,266, and as the ordinary 
budget was at present provided for he trusted steps would shortly be taken to com- 
plete the amount for the Education Fund. Their aims were high and noble and 
worthy of the Victorian era, which they had been privileged to see. So long as the 


religious persecutions of their brethren existed ; so long as they were condemned to 
live in poverty or ignorance, and with hostile or unsympathetic populations, they were 
bound by the great traditions of their race, and by gratitude to their martyred ancestry 
to aid them in their need, until that day when the spirits of love and toleration 
should spread their sheltering wings over all the quarters of the globe, and man 


could truly say in the words of Coleridge, “that the earth with her thousand voices 
praises God,” (Applause,)

The Rev. L. M. Simmons, Hon. Secretary, read the annual report, which showed 
that the Manchester Branch had every reason to be satisfied with the work it had 
done, notwithstanding the continued depression in trade, and the many local claims 
which naturally appealed more powerfully to the Jewish community, The income 
had not decreased, but had rather increased. 

Mr. M. SCHLESINGER, Treasurer, presented the balance sheet which showed that 
upwards of £100 had been collected in the Manchester district in aid of the objects 
of the Association. 

The Rev. A, Lowy, who moved the adoption of the report and balance-sheet 
entered at length into the labours of the Association, and said that excellent work was 
being done in regard to technical instruction in the various schools throughout 
Turkey, and alsoin India, Palestine, and other countries. (Applause. ) 

The Rev. J. H. VALENTINE seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously 
The officers for the year having been elected, and a vote of thanks given to the 
Chairman for presiding, the proceedings terminated. 

On Sunday evening the Rev. A, Lowy visited the Manchester Jewish Working 
Men's Club, and addressed about 200 of the members on the important work of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. At the close of the address a number of persons present 
gave in their names to the Rev. L. M. Simmons, B.A., the local Honorary Secretary, 


as members of the Association. On the motion of Mr. A. R. Besso, seconded by Mr. 
Me S. Rothband, a hearty vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Léwy for his eloquent 
ress, | , 


Several correspondents’ have drawn our notice to the usefulness of the Rev. A. 
Lowy’s visit to Manchester. On Saturday he preached at the Park Place Synagogue 
of British Jews, when he expounded the first part of the portion of the Law, and 
expressed his opinion that in these days which are so troublous to a large number of 
our persecuted brethren, close attention should be given to the education of the 
poorer Classes in proper handicrafts, and that we should not lose sight of the pro- 
bability that many of our race will have to turn from some worthless pursuits of 
commerce to the steady labour of agriculture. Mr. Léwy’s sermon threw a new 
light upon a variety of Scriptural topics. On Sunday, after addressing the meeting 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, he attended by special invitation the Talmud 
Torah School, for which during the last three years he had procured pecuniary 
assistance. He examined the pupils of that School, and promised that he would 
obtain in the ensuing year grants of prizes to every pupil, who, whilst excelling in his 
Hebrew studies, would at the same time distinguish himself .at a Board School or 
elsewhere in the study of the English language On the ground of the examination 
of the children he bore testimony to the rapid propress which the gifted pupils of 
the Talmud Torah were making in their translations from the Hebrew. Later in 
the day, as stated above, he visited the Working Men’s Club, Mr. Lowy was favoured 
by several energetic residents in forming a large Canvassing Committee, with the 
view of extending the area of the Branch of the Association. On Tuesday even- 
in a preliminary meeting of this Committee was held at the Working Men’s Club, 
and was attended by the President, Mr. Herbert N. Strauss, and other honorary 
officers of that institution. Resolutions of a practical nature were passed, whereby 
the Committee of Canvassers will be enabled to act in pertect harmony with the 
Committee of the Branch. Mr. N. Laski was elected President of the Canvassing 
Committee, Mr. Herbert N. Strauss will act as Treasurer, and the Rey. H. Levin, 


who. before he came to Manchester had alréady been an active promoter of the 


Association, will be Hon. Secretary. The other members of the Committee are the 
Revs. L. M. Simmons, B.A., I. Simon, and J. H. Valentine; Messrs. B. Franks, J. 
Gershon, N, H. Harris, Simon Levy, Victor Naggiar, J. Sternberg, and M. Valentine.

Tue year which will closeon Sunday evening must be regarded as eventful, 
although not quite in the sense of ‘“epoch-making.” There have been many 
circumstances to distinguish the period which, in accordance with our 
usual practice, we proceed to pass in review. 

A feeling of disquietude has been caused by the discussions raised 
respecting what is styled the “ pauper-alien ” question. In the 
statements which were occasionally published in the general press, 
the numbers of poor Jews who have reached these shores during 
the last few years, as well as the effects of the immigraion upon 
the congestion of unemployed labour in the Kast End of London, 
have been greatly exaggerated. The public discussion of the question has 
not been without beneficial effect toth within and without tke community, Not 
only have the attempts to excite prejudice against our poorer brethren 
entirely failed, but the failure has shown that the traditional, inherent 
love of saatios and humanity among all classes of Englishmen can be trusted 
to prevent in England such senseless and shameless anti-Semitic crusades 
as disgraced Germany a few years ago. The question was further forced 


upon the attention of the Jewish Board of Guardians by the difficulties 


raised by the German authorities against the readmission of those Jews who 
were assisted to return to Russia on their failure to find employment in Eng- 
land. Thedifficulty was boldly grappled with, and practically solved principally 
through the tact displayed by Mr. Liongzn L. AvExanpeEr, the zealous 
Honorary Secretary of the Board, who undertook a mission to Hamburg and 
Berlin and personally negotiated with the German Jewish authorities with 
the result that arrangements were made to “ pass on’ the returning Russian 
Jews as heretofore. An important Paper on Foreign I umigration was 
issued by the Board of Trade which confirmed the statistics of the several 
Jewish Boards of Guardians that not merely was the volume of Jewish 
immigration exaggerated, but, also, thut its effect upon the employment 
of labour generally in England was infinitesimal. The problem how to deal 
with our foreign poor naturally attracted much attention within the com- 
munity during the year, and the complex question must evidently continue 
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to occupy the minds of our communal leaders for many a year. Mr.N.S. 
JosErH advocated in our columns a more drastic method of dealing with the 
problem than the humane sentiments of his fellow English Jews were pre- 
pared to sanction. Recently, the stream of immigration has greatly diminished 
in its flow. The principal hope of the future—though we warn our readers 
elsewhere not to build too confidently on this basis—is that the PanLEn 
Commission may lead to an improvement of the position of the teeming 


mass of Jews in Russi», whereby the Jewish emigration from the Czar’s 
dominions may be checked. 


The celebration of the QureEn’s Jubilee united all the peoples of the 
‘Empire in one outburst of heartfelt homage to the Sovereign and of thanks- 
giving to Gop on the completion of fifty years of her beneficent reign. The 
loyal sentiments of the Jews of England were expressed in an Address 
adopted at a representative Conference convened by the Board of Deputies, 
and the Address was graciously received by Her Majesty at Windsor Castle 
from the hands of Mr. Artnur Coney, QC.,M.P., as President of the 
Board of Deputies, and Sir Jor1an Gotpsmip, Bart., M.P., as President of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. Special choral services were held in all the 
Synagogues. At the Great Synagogue the novel feature of an orchestra 
added to the musical effect of an unusually effective service. | 


In the early part of the year Mr. IstporE Spigztmann broached the 
idea of an Exhibition of objects of Jewish historical interest. and artistic 
value. The suggestion was taken up with some enthusiasm, and on April 
2nd the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition was inaugurated at the Royal 
Albert Hall by a Soirée to which Mr. F. D. Mocartrta, the President, had 
the pleasure of welcoming a brilliant gathering. The Exhibition was in 
many respects an unexpected success. Beyond a stimulus to research in 
the history of the Jews of England, its most valuable results will be a series 
of publications, including the texts of allthe Shtaroth compiled by Mr. D. M. 
Davis, a Bibliography prepared by Mr. Joseru Jacoss and Mr. L. Wotr, 
and, last, but not least, a volume of histerical Papers read by the several 
- authorsin connection with the Exhibition. The address which excited the 
most interest was that delivered by Professor Grartz, whose visit to England 
was eagerly taken advantage of to pay homage to the eminent Jewish savant. 
There nas been no stagnation, during the year, in Synagogue 
matters. First in importance should be mentioned a complete reorgani- 
sation—amounting almost to an entire revolution—of the Financial arrange- 
ments of the United Synagogue. The new system has for its main objects 
the increase of local control over local finances ; and it will be in 
operation for an experimental period of three years. Its initiation was due 
to Mr. Davip Davis, one of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue, and if 
the anticipations expressed on its adoption be fulfilled a problem will have 
been solved which had baffled the ingenuity of all who had previously 
approached it. The happy mean appears to have been struck of combining 
‘‘ Home Rule” with sound * Unionist ” principles. 

One indirect result of the new Financial Scheme was unexpected. The 
annual grant of £200 made for several years past by the United Synagogue 
to Jews’ College was not renewed. The Finance Committee recommended 
to the Council, when the usual Annual Budgets were under review, that’ the 
grant should be reduced by half, and—principally through the want of 
tactical judgment on the part of the friends of the College—the entire grant 

was withdrawn. This proved ‘a blessing in disguise,” 
opportunity was taken of making a successful effort to 
the numbers of the individual supporters of the institution. An even more 
significant result was that the Berkeley Street Synagogue, at 
the instance of Mr. Oswap J. Simon, voted an annual grant of £50 to the 
College. The question of “ Offerings” in Synagogue was boldly attacked 
by the Board of Management of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, and a 
judicious scheme for replicing them by an equitable addition to the Seat 
Rental was adopted by the members and approved by the General Council 
ofthe United Synagogue. The wisdom of the principle underlying the 
policy of the abolition of offerings cannot be gainsaid, Offerings at ‘the 
Reading of the Law,” as an ordinary source of Synagogue revenue, should 


gradually become as obsolete as the “ auctions” formerly held for tha disposal 
of the honours of the service. |

Among minor events demanding record in this survey of the past year 
should be mentioned the lengthening of the cords of the Bevis Marks Con- 
gregation by the opening of what is practically a Branch Synagogue at 
North London ; and the establishment of a properly constituted Religion 
Class at the Berkeley Street Synagogue. From the appointment, at the 
invitation of the Rey. Dr. Hermann Abv.er, of a Committee to compile a 
Hymn book of Synagogue music much is expected, and in view of the un- 
satisfactory condition of nearly all the choirs let us hope that these sanguine 
expectations will not be disappointed. A series of carefully prepared articles 


on Synagogue Music now appearing in our columns will serve to show | 


that no substantial improvements can be hoped for unless there be Congre- 
gational Singing which the Choir should merely lead and not displace 
entirely. Technical instruction, the combination of hand-training with

brain-training, was inaugurated at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 
by the opening of a well-fitted workshop, built and fitted at the expense of 
Mr. Bessamin L. Conen. There was also opened at the old home of the 
Jewish Working Men's Club, Hutchinson Street, a Lads’ Institute, where 
prominence is given to physical recreation and athletics. In the same build- — 
ing a Jewish Labour Registry has been opened through the wise benevolence of 
Mr. B. Neweass, and, more particularly, the enthusiastic zeal of Mrs. Morris 
Joseen, to whom is due the initiation and success of this useful auxiliary to 
our many philanthropic institutions. This Registry follows in the steps 
of Mr. Narwaniet Coney’s foundation of registries for the general 
industrial community. We shoull not omit to mention that 
the Widows’ Home and Orphan Asylum has abolishel the ‘ voting system.” 
In future the aged candidates for admission to the institution will become 
inmates by the selection of the Committee, and not, as hitherto, be subjected 
to the harassing anxieties of an election by the general body of subscribers. 

Allusion to charitable institutions naturally leads us to refer to the 
lamented death—in the plenitude of his mental powers—of Mr, Liovet L. 
Coney, M.P., one of the most devoted, zealous, and able of communal 
workers, The death must be considered in the full sense of the word as an 
irreparable loss to the London Jews. It is difficult for one outside 
the sphere of communal activity in the metropolis to appreciate how difficult 
it is even to mitigate—to repair is impossibie—the loss occasioned by the 
death of Mr. Coney. But in general history we are becoming accustomed 
to luok beyond the processional part of public life for the annals of a 
country. Lione. Conen disdained the trumpet and tinsel of personal glory. 
He had all the instincts of a born statesman, and he gave the first fruits 
of his administrative genius to the community to which he was so ardently 
attached. Within one weck the’ Council of the United Synagogue 
mourned the death of both its Vice-Presidents. Sie Barsow H. Euus, 
K.C.S.L., a man of gracious presence and long accustomed to the conduct 
of public affairs, had given the benefit of his varied experience to the com- 
munity as a Vice-President of the United Synagogue, Chairman of Jews’ 
College, and President of the Deaf and Dumb Home. A link connecting 
the past with the present generation was severed by the death of the Rev. 
A. Bannett, First Reader of the New Synagogue ; and the demise of the 


Rev. Samusev Lyons deprived the Central Synagogue of an earnest officer. 


The obituary roll of the year has been particularly heavy, and we can but 
briefly mention a few of the names: Mr. Rate H. Samven and Mr. 
Greorce S. Yates, two zealous workers in congregational matters at 
Liverpool ; Major Samvurt Isaac, the promoter of the Mersey Tunnel ; 
Mr. Puineas ABRAHAM, formerly of Jamaica ; Mr. Hyman Simons, Trea- 
surer of the Jewish Home; Mrs. Marcus ApLer, a devoted friend 
of the pupils of the Stepney Jewish School; Mr. S. A. Harr, 
Mr. A. M. Mr. Anraur J. Watery, Mr. ALrrep A, Newman, Mr. 
S. Beppixetos, Mr. Joun Hyams, Mr. Freeman Counen, and 
Mr. Marks’ Bentwitca were among those whose deaths 


we have 
recorded during the year. 


In January last a great shock was occasioned 
by a fatal panic during a performance at a Hebrew Dramatic Club in Spital- 
fields by which seventeen persons were killed. Some sensation was created 
more recently by an erewhile mysterious tragedy, but the doubts raised 
in the case were conclusively set at rest and justice manifested. 

Turning to brighter topics we have to mention the presentation of an Address 
of welcome to the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany by the Council of the 
A counter address 
was foolishly suggested by the anti-Semitic party in Germany, but prudence 
became the better part of valour ; the idea was abandoned in the certainty that 
a rebuff was thereby avoided. Mr. Guapstone took advantage of an 
opportunity which suggested itself in an article in the Ninéteenth Centu-y 
to pen a flattering tribute to the ‘marked virtues” of Jews. 

In our review of last year we gave prominence to the expulsion of Dr. 
Moses Gaster from Roumania, and the cordial welcome extended to him in 
England. Our prophecy that what was Roumania’s loss would prove 


‘England's gain has been remarkably fulfilled. Dr. Gasrer, although nt 


a Sephardi, has been elected Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese 
congregation. More significant still, the Roumanian scholar was appointed 
the Ilchester lecturer at Oxford, and his lectures were printed at 
the expense of the University. 

“ Happy is the country that has no history,” may fitly summarise our 
survey of events affecting the Jews in civilized lands. Russia and Rou} 
mania still stand out as blots in the otherwise clear horizon. Bodily outrages 
have happily been of rare occurrence in either country, and in the few 
instances in Russia where Jews have been attacked the authorities promptly 
intervened to check any further disorders. But far more mischief has on 
In Roumania the Government and the 
Parliament have still further narrowed the spheres in which Jews are per- 
mitted to gain their livelihood. In Russia Ministers have done even more ; 
they have within recent months closed to the Jews many avenues to the 
attainment of superior education, of which they had formerly availed 
themselves with satisfactory results, Counr Pauves’s Commission on the 
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Jewish question is said to have concluded its labours, and according to 
prevalent rumour, its report is favourable to an extension of Jewish i de 
Until this Report bas been fully considered by the Ministers of the Czar it 
would be futile to hope for any improvement in the situation of our Russian 
coreligionists. Morocco has again witnessed a number of isolated attacks 
upon Jews, Happily, England has now in that country an energetic repre- 
sentative in the person of Sir Wintram Kinsy Grees, who has most 
humanely used his powerful influence for the purpose of 
obtaining redress for the victims of Moorish  rapacity. 
A significant event of the year was the appointment of a Jew, the Hon. 
Oscar 8. Straus, as United States Minister to Turkey. This appointment 
was being urged upon President Crevenanp by the late Hexry Warp 
Beecuen shortly before his death, France, too, has had another Jewish 
Cabinet Minister, M. Epovanp Mitxavup, who held the portfolio of Minister 
of Publie Works, and during the last ministerial crisis we were within mea- 
surable distance of seeing a Jew Prime Minister of the Republic. In the 
neighbouring kingdom, Spain, a scheme was prepared to promote 
a settlement of Jews in that kingdom. Mr. If. Gorpanta was appointed 


Honorary President of a Committee formed in Madrid, but the movement 


has hitherto been more fruitful in benevolent intentions than practical results. 


Anti-Semitism in Austria-Hungary and Germany is practically dead, 
An attempt, fortunately frustrated by the Parliament, was made in the 
latter Empire to forbid the Jews from continuing the slaughtering of animals 
according to their own rites. More’serious work has been done by Austria, 
which in renewing its Commercial Treaty with Roumania, has practically 
renounced its many thousands of Jewish protégés. Theological studies 
have received an impetus in New York and Rome, by the open.ng in those 
cities of Rabbinieal Seminaries, and considerable progress in another branch 
of education bas been made by the continued success of the Technical Schoo! 
in Jerusalem. 

In the literary wor!d there has been marked activity, but the bulk of it 
has been more in the bud and blossom stages, giving promise of fraition in 
the near future, rather than actual harvests in the past. We content our- 
selves by glancing at some ripo fruit. We have already alluded to Dh. 
GasteEs’s Ichester’s Lectures on Greeko-Slavonie Literature. Another Ron- 
manian scholar, whose richly endowed mind and enthusiasm for Jewish 
science adds a welcome leader to the scanty ranks of Jewish scholars in 
England, Mr. S. Scnecursr, has published a critical Hebrew text of the 
Alwth de Rabbi Nathan. Lavy Magnus has ably filled up a gap in Jewish text 
books by her admirable “ Outlines of Jewish History,” and a new edition has 
been issued of the brightly written “ Litde Miriam’s Bible Stories” to which 
two new stories have been added. The past Session of the Jews’ College 
Literary Society was of unusual interest, and at one of the meetings Sir 
CuarLes WarreEN presided, and Cart. Conper spoke. We have published 
nearly all the Papers in our columns, and several have been reprinted in 
pamphlet form in anticipation of their being issued in a volume, which is 
now passing through the press. We may parenthetically record that the 
principal feature of the Worcester Mestival last week was the production of the 
new Oratorio “ Ruth” by Mr. F. H. Cowen ; and in this connection may be 
briefly mentioned that the Quren’s Jubilee suggested to Mr. D. M. Davis 
the arrangement of the music of the National Anthem to the Hebrew 
Version of “God Save the Queen;” the Rev. M. Hast composed the 
music for several Psalms for the special service at the Great Synagogue ; and a 
fine setting of Psalm ]xi was also composed by Mr. Av tour M. 'rtgpbLanper, 

The Rev. A. Lowy has run a tilt against the Moabite Stone, but the 
defenders of its authenticity came strongly to the rescue, and the fragments 
are still safe in the Louvre, not very much the worse in the eyes of the experts— 
according to M. CLermoyt-Gayyeau—for the latest attack upon the genuine- 
ness of the record. Capt. Conner threw some light upon the devious 
path leading to a decipherment of the Hittite inscriptions ; but the beam 
from his dark lantern serves, at present, only to ‘“‘ make the darkness visible,” 
In his ‘ Syrian Stone Lore” Capt. Conver, on the contrary, has shewn his 
mastery of the archeological remains in Palestine, and has supplied 
to the student a mass of valuable data upon a subject on which the gallant 


and learned author is one of the most competent and interesting of guides. 


Mr. James Deatu has published a valuable work on “The Beer of the 
Bible,” explaining in detail the theory of a brewing expert upon leaven. 


Lastly, “The Zohar” has been made partially accessible to English. 


readers by an English version. 

The Zohar naturally suggests Gematria—with which most of us are

“DESTITUTE ALIENS,” 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. W. H. Smith, replying to Captain 
Colomb, said the Government were fully alive to the importance of placing some 
restriction on the importation of destitute foreigners into this country, but there 
wore serious difficulties in the way of dealing with them, among them being -the 
right of asylum in this country. He could notat present say more than that the 
Government would give the matter their serious attention. 

At the City Summons Court on Tuesday, 22 costermongers, including Polish, 
German, and Russian Jews, were brought before Sir Francis Truscott charged with 
obstructing the City thoroughfares with their barrows. Most of the foreigners 
were selling a new kind of sweet known as Bulgarian rock. Addressing Inspector 
Float, Sir Francis Truscott said, “ There seems to be a large number of these 
foreigners in the City streets, Often a single barrow stops a whole line of traffic. 
It is bad enough with our own people, but now their ranks are being swelled by 
these foreign paupers. ‘They come over here with no visible means of subsistence, 
and they hire a barrow and get it stocked with sweets or fruit, and they plant 
themselves upon the crowded streets of the City. Euormous sums of money are 
continvally being spent in widening the streets, and all the new space is taken up by 
thesemen. It is a very large and important question,and I will get you, Mr. Youle 
(the clerk), to draw the attention of the Court of Aldermen to it, and we will see 
what can be done. Representations must be made to the Government. I do not 
want to send these men to prison ; but unless some other means are taken to free 
the streets of them, I shall haye to send all those that are brought up here to gaol ; 
for it is impossible for this vast nuisance to continue.” Most of the foreign 
defendants, on being questioned, said they had left their own country either to 
avoid the conscription or to get work, which they could not get at home. They had 
not been able to get work here, and so they had hired a barrow and hawked sweets, 
—The defendants were fined Is. and costs. 

In reference to the above the Daily News remarks : 

Sir Francis Truscott’s remarks on the foreign barrow: merchants in the City 
were scarcely fair. Men who are pushing about a barrow stocked with goods and. 
are getting their own living honestly and laboriously may be poor and very much 
in the wayof more important people, but they are not paupers, and to speak of 
them as “foreign paupers ” is to manifest a twofold prejudice against them. At the 
same time it must be admitted that some of Sir Francis Truscott’s strictures were 
not altogether uncalled for. As we recently pointed out, there was a short time 
since a very serious influx of foreign refugees into London, and it is perfectly true, 
as the magistrate stated, that in our busiest thoroughfares we have not much room 
for any considerable addition to our own peripatetic merchants. But we sincerely 
hope that some other means may be found of meeting this difficulty than that indi- 
cated by Sir Francis Truscott, whois reported to have roundly declared his intention 
of sending to gaol all who are brought before him. It is a matter which, we have 
no doubt, will receive the careful attention of the Jewish Board of Guardians in 
London. ‘There were twenty-two defencants yesterday, and most of them appa- 
rently were Jews, and we suspect that this overcrowding of thestreets with hawkers’ 
barrows,is in some measure due to the action of that Board. They do their best, of 
course, to assist applicants for relief to. get their own living, aud in a great many 
cases a very simple way of doing this is to afford them the means for setting np a 
barrow with a stock of goods. For a time, at any rate, it would be wise on the 
part of the Jewish Guardians to seek other means of assistance, and we have no 
doubt they will recognise this duty. aud perhaps their action may be sufficient. If 
not, other means must be found for abating the annoyance without sending to 
prison men who are doing their best to get an honest living. 


THE AUSTRIAN EMPEROR AND THE JEWS, 
| 

An unrehearsed incident took place last week at Neutra, when the Emperor 
Francis Joseph received the deputations to which we referred in our previous issue. 
The Emperor noticed that on the programme of the proceedings the Jewish deputa- 
tion had been assigned the last place. His Imperial Majesty entirely reversed the 
order, and had the Jewish deputation presented to him first, even before the public 
officials. When the Rabbi asked permission to cover his head in order to offer up 
the usual prayer, the Emperor replied that he had expected this request, and he 
expressed his pleasure at the preservation of traditional customs. | 
On his journey to Oliniitz, the Emperor made a brief stoppage ‘at Kremsier, 
where various corporations and religious bodies were introduced. The Rabbi at the 
head of the Jewish deputation, having offered up the Benediction, his 
Majesty inquired what progress the Jewish congregation had made since his last 
visit, whether they had schools of their own and if they sufficed for all requirements, 
and what were the benevolent institutions the Jews maintained. The Emperor 
only stayed seven minutes, and half of this time was devoted to the Jews, who 
were emphatic in their acknowledgement of their beloved Sovereign's condescension.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


__ Anumber of lawyers at Linz have been endeavouring to get their Jewish 
colleagues boycotted. A memorial to this effect was sent to the Chamber tof 
Advocates for Upper Austria, but the Chamber refused to give its countenance to 
the proposal. 

The Cologne Volkszeitung publishes an extraordinary story, according to which 
Baron Nathaniel von Rothschild has been deprived of Austrian citizenship. The 
Baron is a great florist, and in all his villas and castles he carries on at enormous ex-' 
ro the culture of rare exotics. A general order was given by him that during 

is absence no one should be allowed to inspect his forcing houses, but his head 
gardener did not imagine that this order could be enforced in the instance of the 
Archduke Karl Ludwig, the Emperor’s brother, who had expréssed a wish to visit 
one of the Baron’s gardens. When the Baron heard that his commands had been 
violated he dismissed his gardener, and not even the direct intervention of the Arch- 
duke could affect a revocation of the dismissal. The municipality of Vienna, annoyed 
at this rebuff to one of the most popular members of the Imperial family, intimated 
to the Baron that he must either concede the Archduke’s request or forfeit his own 
citizenship. The Baron chose the latter alternative, and voluntarily ccased to be an 

Austrian. He has thus been indirectly expelled by the democratic voice. The story 
by no means bears the impress of truth, and is doubtless a mere canard intended to 
set the masses against the classes. The Cologne paper adds that the great Vienna 
journals which are usually reckoned among the so-called Jewish press of Europe 


have taken no notice of this curious incident, There may, however, be the best 
reasons for their silence. | 


BAGDAD, 


A Jew in Bagdad has been excommunicated by the Rabbis for having drunk a 
cup of coffee at a Café on Sabbath. The Rabbis were informed of the occurrence, 
and two witnesses having proved that the man committed the offence of desecrating 
the Sabbath, the great Cherem was pronounced against him. 

The Jewish community of Bagdad, with the view of increasing the importance 
of their Spiritual Chief in the eyes of the public, are about to appeal to the Govern- 
ment to appointa Chacham Bashi. The holder of such an office is entitled to 
olan outward honours, They have designated Rabbi Abraham Moses Hillel for 
the post. 


CENTRAL ASIA. 

The extension of the railway system into Central Asia is bringing inhabitants 
of countries in that region into contact with Russia. There lately passed through 
Merv three Jews from Bokhara and one from Khiva, who were travelling by the 
Trans-Caspian Railway in order to attend the great fair at Nijni Novgorod in 
Russia, 

EGYPT. : 


The Under Secretary of Finance is apparently not the only Jew in Egypt 
holding the rank of Pasha. Besides Blum Pasha in Cairo, there is at Alexandria, 
Daninos Pasha who acts there as Agent of the Daira Sanieh. This functionary has 
been named a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour by the President of the French 
Republic, Blum Pasha, who isa Hungarian by birth, has just been decorated by 
the Emperor of Austria with the Grand Cordon of the Francis Joseph Order. 

FRANCE.

be excluded. 

_ M. Fribourg, Director of Material at the Department of Posts and Telegraphs, 
has been appointed a member of the Central Meteorological Bureau of France. 

Baron Alphonse de Rothschild has presented to the Museum at Vannes M, 
Laurent Gsell’s “ Pasteur” from the Salon. 

M. Isaac Lévy, hitherto Grand Rabbi of Vésoul, was installed on the Ist inst. 
Grand Rabbi of Bordeaux. The brilliant ceremony was attended by a representative 
gathering of Jews and Christians. At the time of the Franco-Prussian War, M. 
Lévy was Grand Rabbi of Colmar, and when, at the conclusion of peace, Alsace and 
Lorraine were ceded to Germany he resighed his post in order that he might retain 
French nationality. 

GERMANY. 


Herr Leopold Freund, the universally esteemed publisher of the Breslauer 
Moryenzeitung, has died at Breslau. 

The German Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is circulating 
far and wide a fresh appeal against the Jewish mode of slaughtering. — 

We have already mentioned the appointment of the Jewish Professor Frens- 
dorff as Pro-Rector of Gottingen University. The appointment must be particu- 
larly galling to the anti-Jewish Professor de Lagarde, who is attached to the same 
university. | 

Among 1326 University Professors in Germany 98 are Jews, and among 529 
private teachers, there are 54 Jews. The Universities of Berlin and Breslau present 
the largest contingent of Jews. There are 29 Jews among the 145 Professors and 45 
Jews among the 124 private teachers. 

- The death has taken place at Berlin of Herr Samson Rosenberg, founder and 
President of the orthodox Congregation “ Adas Yisroel” in that city.

At the celebration of the Queen’s Jubilee at Iquique, the British Vice-Consul, 
Mr, Moss Jewell, presided at the banquet, and took a leading part generally in the 


festivities in honour of the Jubilee, which included a public lunch, regatta and ball. 
ROUMANIA. 


Pending the passing of a new Education Act, which will impose exorbitant 
taxes on aliens, i.e. Jews, attending Government Schools, the Minister of Public 
Instruction has issued a circular to the Principals of Primary Schools, Gymnasiums, 
and Lyceums, In this circular, the Minister gives directions relative to the number 
of pupils who, during the Scholastic year 1887-88, are to be admitted into the several 
classes, and he adds that, whenever the number of applicants exceeds the quantity 
of vacant places in a class, preference shall be given to the children of native or 
naturalised Roumanians. 

Within recent weeks upwards of 200 Jews have left Jassy for America. Their 
passage money was paid by relatives who had preceded them across the Atlantic. 

M. Kostinesku, an employé at the Agricultural School in Roman, has been 
guilty of a wanton attack on a Jew. Kostinesku, whilst driving, met the Jew, 
who was also similarly engaged, and because the latter did not get out of his way 
sufficiently quickly, he jumped from his vehicle and beat the inoffensive man tosuch 


an extent that the poor Jew fell senseless to the ground. 


The Roumanian Government has caused a formal denial to be given to a 


statement of the 7eleqgraful, a daily paper, that it contemplated the expulsion of 


all foreigners from the country. 
RUSSIA 


Upwards of one hundred Jewish girls in the district of Poltawa have recently hirec 
themselves out as field labourers. They are qualifying themselves for an agri- 
cultural calling in the intention of emigrating with their families to America. 
There they hope to become farmers. Evidence is forthcoming from all sides to 
prove that Jews are the best, most industrious, and most honest agricultural 
labourers. At Skobinen, near Satanow, for instance, the land-owner has given 
employment to a considerable number of Jewish labourers. His overseers have 
given him the best account of their work, and the relations between them and 
their Christians fellow labourers are friendly in the extreme. 

A recently deceased Jewish resident of Odessa, named Koga, has bequeathed 
the sum of 100,000 roybles to that city for the purpose of building houses to be let 
at low rentals to the poor. Should the bequest be refused, it will in accordance 
with the testator’s instructions goto Moscow. | 

A Jewish young lady, Fraulein Augusta Samenhof, has been appointed Teacher 
of the German language at the Progymnasium at Warsaw. She is the first Jewess 
to whom such a post has been given. . | 

Monsignor Platon, Metropolitan of Kieff. has been the recipient of a handsome 
gift from the Jewish Congregation at Ekaterinoslaw. The gift consisted of a copy 
of the Bible bound in silver, with the date of presentation engraved therein in letters 
of gold. The present was accompanied by an illuminated address which recorded 
that it was given to commemorate both the anniversary of the foundation of the 
town, and the sympathy which the Metropolitan had always extended to the Jews. 

Last year the University at Warsaw contained 1.110 students, 172 of whom 
were Jews. This year there are 1.250 students bat the recent law has reduced the 
number of Jews to 10 per cent. of the total, or 125. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


The second annual mecting of the Helping Hand Jewish Philanthropic Society 
at Kimberley was held on the lith August in the Council Room of the Town Hall. 
Mr. 8S. Herschfield occupied the chair, The report and balance-sheet were adopted.

MUSIC IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 


BY ASAPH KLESMER. 


VIII.—TUNES SHOULD BE PRACTISED AT HOME, 

One may easily perceive that not alone will attention be necessary to follow 
carefully the melodies when they are chanted by those who have received special 
training in such music, but that it will be found of the greatest advantage to sing over 
at home those tunes, which ought to be well known te the individual worshipper. 
The improvement that will result from a very short perseverance in this practice 
and in a frequent reading out aloud of the text, will be marked ; while it will greatly 
facilitate the adoption of a style of chant which will be in agreement with that of the 
choristers, as regards not simply correctness of rendering but alsoexpression and ele- 
vated effect. Of course, the best expression, and the most fitting, is that which arises 
out of the sense of the words sung; yet this would also need some prior study, to 
avoid exaggeration as wellas neglect. It is likewise very important that a practice 
should be shunned which is not unknown in Synagogue, and of which the more 
musical are frequently guilty: namely, that of varying the tune sung, either in 
the melody or in the harmony. It would certainly be considered inexcusable if 
worshippers were loudly to alter the text of a prayer according to their individual 
fancy, omitting these words, substituting others for those, and so on. And by 
allowing such a liberty to be taken with the music, the gate is left open for the 
escape of all unity, and so of all solemnity, and for the entry of confusion and 
barbaric discord. Clearly it is necessary that the melodies should be sung with 
thoughtful and reverent care, and nothing is more effectual for the attainment and 
preservation of this, than the practice of these tunes at home, 

IX.—HEBREW WORDS MUST BE PROPERLY PRONOUNCED. 

It is perhaps moré the function of the Hebraist than of the musician to utter a 
protest against such utter neglect of the grammatical structure of the Hebrew 
language, more especially apparent in the ignoring of the proper accent, as 
still, far too frequently, marks our synagogal compositions. What would be thought 
of the concert singer who incorrectly accentuated three out of every four English 
words he uttered ? Yet thisis the treatment which the Hebrew text generally receives 
at the hands of our choirmasters and their choirs, and of the congregations fol- 
lowing their lead. Many even of the Chazonim, who presumably know better, are 
far from guiltless of this offence against correct reading. 

In attention to these two essentials of good congregational singing, our 
Sephardi, or Spanish and Portuguese, brethren are more observant, since not alone do 
they usually give a more correct accentuation to Hebrew words, but in Synagogue 
their melodies are sung by all the congregation. In extenuation of the Ashkenazi 
neglect of the accent may be urged what might have been its origin—the great 
Polish development of Talmudical study of the Pilpul order, some three centuries 
back, when the constant use of Hebrew words ina discussion and a conversation 
carried on in Jiidisch-deutsch, may have brought about the complete transference 
to the sacred tongue and its Semitic congeners, of the strongly contrasting Teutonic 
accentuation. But no like apology can be brought forward for the neglect of the 
venerable Jewish congregational singing joined in by every one of the worshippers. 
Surely it can never be that members of the community regard it as infra dig. to 
join in the singing, even when not standing on the Almemmar—an explanation 
_ that has been ventured to account for our want of success in establishing voluntary 
choirs, It may not be for an instant credited that any men of the race of Israel 
have so wofully degenerated that they would consider a hearty partaking in Divine 
Worship to be beneath their own petty consequence, and to be relegated solely 
to those who receive a wage for exerting themselves in the praise of their Maker. 

X,—UNISON SINGING THE BEST FOR CONGREGATIONAL USE, 

The Rabbis have not been solitary in pointing out the peculiar advantage in wor- 
ship of the participation of all the people, little or great, whatever may be their indi- 
vidual endowments or their heart’sconcern. That all unite their voices for the same 
solemn end has been proved by the experience of centuries to be the method of worship 
most fittingly adapted to promote the religious feelings of the people; andnone can 
deny that a service in the celebration of which we take part is far more apt to | 
produce a deep and lasting impression upon us than arises from a service to which 
we only listen. This is one of the reasons why so much importance was attached to 
the responding, in an audible and distinct voice, of Amen, Yehai Shemai Rabbo, kc. 
Ina far higher degree, those sacred songs in which we ourselves join, with the voice 
as well as with the heart, are gdapted, beyond all others, to kindle and to maintain 
our devotional emotions. So, if congregational singing be properly constituted, it 
will assist those who partake in it in the attainment of a full and distinct impression 
of the sacred function, that will be heightened in proportion to the earnestness of their 
own co-operation. 

In order, then, to arrive at that constitution of congregational singing best 
adapted for Jewish worship, we may with advantage enter upon a careful considera- 
tion of the musical and ecclesiastical question involved. First emphasising from an 
esthetic standpoint that the system yielding to none in simplicity, beauty, and 
solemnity, is that of unisonal singing supported by instrumental accompaniment, we 
shall then proceed to discuss the permissibility of its employment in the Synagogue 
when viewed from the position of Rabbinical Law. 

ins. ark two musical methods in which a number of people may com- 
bine in singing : in unison (as when every voice sings the same notes, or when men 
and women or children sing the same melody together, with the difference of pitch 

of an octave, by which men’s voices are the deeper); or in harmony (as when the 
singers go through two or more melodies, each suited to the natural pitch of the 
voices singing it, and bearing a certain mutual relation regulated by fixed laws based 
on natural phenomena, and obeyed by every musician). Itis in harmony of the four 
parts—treble, alto, tenor,and bass—that Synagogue and other choirs chiefly sing ; 
and this arrangement is most usual, since provision is made by it for the easiest em- 
ployment of the higher and the lower pitched voices both of men and of women 
orchildren, A solemn sacred composition in harmony, sung with purity and exact- 
ness by several persons, is especially sublime and powerful, and peculiarly qualified 
to speak to the heart and to awaken feelings of true devotion—far more so indeed than 
the elaborate chant of a solitary singer, however full of pious feeling. A congrega- 
tion, too, is naturally better fitted for singing in harmony than in unison ; because the 


by no means sound in unison if sung by each in that pitch which is most convenient, 
tohimorher, The alto, tenor, and bass voices range each of them four or five notes 
lower than the voice next above ; andsinging in accordance with this natural property, 
although they make unbearably horrible discord if giving forth each relatively the 
same melody, are yet therefore peculiarly adapted, when duly prepared, for singing 
together in sweet harmony. Such part singing, well-fitted for the carefully selected and 


for it requires the greatest exactness in intonation and in execution, so that every 
one who assists must be the possessor of a certain amount of cultivated skill. Besides 
this, the proportionate number of voices requisite for each part of the harmony cannot 
be always obtained, when the number of the attendants at Synagogue depends so much 
upon external accident. On the other hand, experience has sufficiently proved that, the 
singing of a simple devotional melody by the whole congregation possesses an ele- 
vating solemnity, and leads the sentiment, with irresistible force to pure and sincere 
devotion by the very circumstance that all sing exactly alike, note for note, word 
for word, in perfect unison and equality. Singing in unison, as here described, is 
particularly fitted for use in the Synagogue, the traditional music of which has ¢come 
down toussolely in the form of melody, for we have no traditional harmonies. The very 
difficulty of clothing some of those old melodies with a satisfactory harmonisation, 
has even sometimes resulted in the ruthless mutilation of the finest antique charac- 
teristics of a tune; and it is well known that the congregations actually sing the 
melody, without any thought of harmonic parts. 
XI.—OBJECTIONS TO THE SYSTEM CUSTOMARY IN OUR SYNAGOGUES. | 

A favourite manner of attempting to retain the advantages of both methods of 
congregational singing exists inthe arrangement that those acquainted with the 
music (usually the choir alone) should sing in harmony, while the rest of the con- 
gregation keep to unison ; but this is a plan fatal to all musical correctness. For 
the voices singing the melody in octaves, because of the natural difference of 
pitch before referred to, will destroy not the right proportion alone, but the correct 
unison also of the different parts. In fact they then infringe the rule which forbids 
the repetition of the same part in octaves in the middle of the harmony, a rule recog- 
nised and obeyed by all musicians; and they thus render the harmony no longer 
pure and agreeable, but corrupt and unpleasant. The unison also, now combine 
with other tones, quite loses its characteristic qualities of magnificence and dignity. 
As an alternative, it has been urged that if the choir perform the part of accompani- 
ment, and so support the unison of the people, the effect will be noble and satis- 
factory. This would perhapscome to pass if only the people were to chant with exact 
intonation and keep accurate time.. But you will never hear them do this: for the 
ordinary synagogue choir is neither itself a model of correct intonation and strict 
tempo, nor could its combined tone be under any circumstances rich enough and 
powerful enough to oblige those enthusiasts who “ have no ear’ to keep in 
tune and time. Further the congregation, to produce anything like a 
harmonious result, would have to sing very softly, so as not to be 
disproportionately heard. But it is extremely difficult to ensure this; and 
undesirable, too, for we have seen that the fervour of the congregation should 
not be unnecessarily restricted. Further, some hold, but with little justice, that the 
unison of the congregation is so much stronger than the harmony of the choir, and 
so much predominant, as to remain a unison, only rendered richer and fuller by the 
subordinate harmony of thechoir. Others propose a harmony so arranged that two 
parts come under the men’s (the lower) octave of the unison,so making a three 
part harmony, the melody in octaves, above and not detween the parts, thus avoiding 
consecutives. Now vocal music unaccompanied by the sound of instruments is cer- 
tainly calculated to create a deep and an elevating impression; but this can only 
result when the singing is of a high order. For its proper performance requires 
extremely careful execution, as the slightest inaccuracies are easily perceptible, 


‘and very annoying. It is therefore ill calculated for effective use by congregations 


and this especially when they are guided by choirs composed of inferior material faultily 
trained. Those who listen to a band of singers, such as you find in the majority of 
English synagogue choirs, where every defect of voice and of style gives painful 
evidence of its presence; when the ‘leader struggles manfully, but unsuccessfully, 
to keep the sinking or soaring voices to the right pitch ; when, what is worse than all, 
heand the choristers, and all and everyone of those present who possess not unusually 
torpid aural faculties, have their minds totally diverted from devotion and religious 
reflection by the laboured misperformance ; such persons cannot help being convinced 
of the need for the introduction of some better system whereby these irreverent 
and undignified exhibitions may be happily escaped. oe

RussiIAN EMIGRANTS IN AMERICA.—The New York correspondent of 4 
Russian journal extracts some interesting particulars concerning Russian emigration 
to the United States from the registers of the Emigration Commissioners. During 
the two decades 1847-67 the numbers were very restricted, Poland furnishing the 
largest contingent. Thus in 1847 only ten came from Russia proper, 26 from 
Poland ; in 1851, 23 arrived from the former country, 400 from the latter; and so 
on until 1867, when the Russian emigrants began to be counted by hundreds, and in 
1872 by thousands. About the year 1873 the Israelitish element commenced playing 
a preponderant part in the Russian exodus to the States. In 1881 the total number 
of the Czar’s subjects who arrived in New York were 10,563, last year they amoun 
to 23,989, and during the first six months of this year they had already reached 
26,000, and will probably give a total for the current twelvemonths of 50,000. At 
first the Jewish colonists were not prosperous and many of them returned to their 
own country, but they are now gradually getting accustomed to the ways of their 
new homes, and succeed fairly well as retail dealers and small tradesmen. Very 
few have prospered as farmers and pioneers in the Far West. In New York they 
have founded trade and political associations, and two newspapers in Hebrew and 
in German ; they have two evenings schools, a reading room, a theatre, and a 
library where Russian books can be obtained. There are numerous Russian bakeries 
in the | where the gennine black bread is to be found by those who like that 
national delicacy. Ina few years, if the immigration progresses as it has done 
since 1887, the Russian Jews wi!l form a sufficiently important political group to 
influence materially the municipal elections of New York. The Polish contingent 
is tolerably numerous, but plays a very silent and undemonstrative part in the life 
of the city. They are, for the most part, Roman Catholics.

AN ACT OF JUSTICE. 


In February 1885; Mr. Isaac Cohen D’ Azevedo, a res merchant residing at 
Port of Spain, dad, was tried before Sir Joseph N m, then Chief Justice of 
Trinidad, and a al jury, on the charge of having set fire to the European 


Hotel, a portion of which was in his occupation. A man of colour, named George 
Fyfe, was associated with him in the indictment. Both prisoners were found guilty, 
and sentenced to imprisonment with hard labour, D'Azevedo for life and Fyfe for 
fourteen years. The evidence given at the trial was purely of a circumstantial 
character, and in the eyes of many who followed the course of the trial, by no 
means conclusively proved that the fire resulted from aught else than an accident. 
There was no doubt, too, fro ra sega a which fell from the lips of two of the 
jurymen, that considerable prejudice existed against D’Azevedo on account of his 
being a Jew. This ‘Sy Arsene together with unfounded reports to the detriment of 
D’ Azevedo, ma y injured his cause. Among those who maintained a strong 
belief in D'Aszevedo'’s innocence, was Mr. M. H. Herbert, a Jewish merchant of 
Loudon and Trinidad, A visit which Mr. Herbert 
strengthened him in this belief, and he determined to*leave no stone unturned in 
order to effect a reversal of the verdict against the prisoners. Mr. Herbert, in the first 
instance, secured the willing and valuable co-operation of the Rev. A. Léwy, who 
placed him in communication with Mr. Joseph Sebag Monteficfe, and a few other 
representative members of the community, and eventually with Mr. Sidney Woolf, 
the well-known barrister, of 7, Kings Bench Walk. Mr. Herbert had taken pains 
to obtain a mass of depositions bearing on the case, and these voluminous documents 
were pluced in the hands of Mr. Woolf, who, detecting many flaws in the evidence 
and in the conduct of the trial, most readily consented to take up the legal aspects 
of the case, From a mass of papers, Mr. Woolf drew up an admirable “ Statement 
of Facts and Submissions on behalf of the Prisoners,” in which every point in their 
favour was brought out with remarkable clearness. The grounds upon which the 
pardon of D’Azevedo and Fyfe was urged were briefly as follows. 

I, The prisoners did not have a fair and impartial trial. 

II. The proceedings were conducted in an irregular way. | 

111, The evidence for the prosecution was consistent with the innocence of the 

risoners, and the verdict was against the weight of evidence, or at least, the 
urther evidence obtained since the trial established the prisoners’ innocence. 

The most important piece of evidence thus obtained was embodied in an 
affidavit of an independent witness, Mr. Lithgow, the Vice-Consul for the United 
States at Porto Plata, San Domingo. This gentleman was staying at the European 
Hotel in Port of Spain at the time of the fire, which the prosecution alleged, was 
caused by D’Azevedo and his accomplice, and his testimony was altogether in 
favour of an accident and consequently of the prisoners’ innocence. Mr. Lithgow 
had left the colony before the trial took place, and his evidence was not before the 
jury. This affidavit, as well as the declarations of other persons as to the fire being 
accidental, together with the certificates attesting the high character borne by 
D’ Azevedo, were embodied in the statement of Mr. Woolf, who also laid the utmost 
stress on the suppression at the trial of the original depositions (in which important 
facts appeared in favour of the prisoners) of the witnesses examined before the 
stipendiary magistrate. 

The appeal on behalf of the prisoners was, we believe. originally brought 
under the notice of Mr. Edward Stanhope, M.P., the then Colonial Secretary, but as 
he was shortly afterwards translated to the War Office, it had to be dealt with by 
his successor in office, Sir Henry Holland, Bart., M.P. Through the kindness of the 
lamented Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., who cheerfully gave every assistance in his 
power, Mr. Sidney Woolf obtained an introduction to Sir Henry Holland, to whom 

submitted his statement, and on whom he on several occasions pressed his views 
on the subject. Concurrently with the steps taken in London, Mr. Herbert was 
moving influential men in Trinidad, and this double pressure has, we are happy to 
state, been attended with most gratifying results. Mr. Woolf’s statement, which 
was forwarded by the Colonial Secretary to the Governor of Trinidad, received this 
official’s best and favourable consideration, for in the month of July last he 
reduced the sentence on D' Azevedo to ten years and that of his fellow prisoner to seven 
years, The friends of D’Azevedo did not, however, relax their efforts, their goal 
being the entire remission of the sentence. The further inquiries instituted in 
Trinidad have effected this result. Last week Mr. Herbert received a telegram from 
Trinidad announcing that D'Azevedo had been liberated on a free pardon. 

In Trinidad itself the utmost zeal in the interest of D’Azevedo was displayed 
by Mr. Charles Hales. This gentleman was so firmly convinced of the prisoner's 
innocence that, in face of the strong feeling prevailing in the island, he spared 
neither time nor money, to procure the unfortunate man’s release. Mr. Hales, it is 
feared, has almost ruined himself by his advocacy of D’Azevedo’s cause, he having, 
in addition to other outlays, supported to a great extent, if not entirely, the prisoner's 
wife and children, three of whom have died since his conviction. D’Azevedo him- 
self is almost utterly without means. Considerable interest, too, was taken in the 
ease by the present Chief Justice of Trinidad, Sir John Gorrie, who, it is believed, 
has come to the conclusion that there had been a serious miscarriage of justice. 

Mr. Sidney Woolf, Mr. Herbert, Mr. Léwy, and all who were associated with 
them, merit the warmest congratulations on the happy issue of their persistent 
exertions to prove the innocence of a wrongly convicted man, 

THE SAFETY OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS.—A correspondent writes to the Pall 
Mall Gazette (after a reference to the fatal accident at the Hebrew Dramatic Club 
in Spitalfields) as follows: “ Within the last few weeks, an old bottle warehouse 
in Bell Lane, Spitalfields, has been transformed into a hall for entertainments by 
an orchestral club. This building will contain nearly a thousand persons, and 
there has not been the slightest ision on the part of any authority to secure 
the safety of life andlimb. On 19th of September the hall will be crowded
